P a u l , Minn., Oct. 21,— Judge 
Caldwell, of the L^nited States cir 
cuit court, defining the relations of 
receivers of railways

receiverships, over which I have 
any control, to vote for McKinley 
or Bryan or any other candidate 
for a political office in order to 
hold their places. 
“ I would order an investigation 
of a complaint that an employe of 
the court had been discharged for 
political reasons; and if the com­ 
plaint, upon investigation, appeared 
well founded, I would at once order 
the 
dismissal 
of

receiver, 
general manager or other officer or 
employe of the court having any­ 
thing to do 
with 
discharging or 
threatening to discharge employes 
for political reasons 
“ And

sufficient 
ground for removing the receiver or 
general manager if they had reason 
to believe that such unlawful coer­ 
cion was being practiced or threat­ 
ened by any of their subordinate 
officers or employes and took no 
step to investigate and suppress it. 
The foundation stone ot the repub­ 
lic is the free suffrage of its citizens. 
It is the constitutional right of every 
voter to vote as he pleases. 
“ Any interference with this fun­ 
damental right of the citizen by a 
court would be a crime, deserving 
impeachment; and any employe of 
the court who attempts to coerce 
other employes of the court to vote 
otherwise than according to their 
judgment and free choice,by threats 
of discharging them from the ser­ 
vice of the court, or by the use of

means,

Proposed Amendments to the Constitution of Missouri. 


FIRST CONSTITUTION AD AMENDMENT. 
CONCURRENT RESOLUTION subm itting to 
the qualified voters of Missouri an am end­ 
m ent to the coostitution thereof, provid­ 
ing for the rem oval of the seat of govern­ 
m ent from the City of Jefferson to the city 
of Sedalia. 
Be it reso lmd h yth e Ho u <e o f Bep remn ta tives, 
th e S en a te wmu rrin g th erein ^ a s fo llo ws: 
A t the general election to be held on the 
Tuesday next following the first Monday in 
November, A. D., 1;>96, an am endm ent to the 
constitution of Missouri shall be subm itted 
to the qualified voters of the State, in the 
following words; 
The seat of governm ent shall be removed 
from the City of Jefferson and located a t the 
city of Sedalia. Any person or persons may 
g rant and donate to the State any land, sum 
of money or other thing of value to be used 
for the purpose of erecting the necessary 
public buildings a t the city of Sedalia. or 
may de,>oslt with the governor sufficient se­ 
curities or obligations to guarantee the erec­ 
tion of such buildings. 
W henever a suitable capitol building, hav­ 
ing the same or greater floor area and ap ­ 
pointm ents as the present capitol and su­ 
preme court buitdings. and equal thereto in 
stability and architectural m erit, together 
with grounds of the same or greater area, 
and an arm ory building likewise sim ilar or 
superior to the present arm ory , and an exec­ 
utive mansion likewise sim ilar or superior to 
the present building used as the governor’s 
resioence. together with the grounds andlap- 
purtenances. shall be erected a t the city of 
Sedalia. the same shall be accepted by acorn- 
mission consisting of the governor, secretary 
of state, auditor, treasurer and attorney - 
general, and such otticers shall a t once re­ 
move the public records, and personal prop­ 
erty to such new public butlaings, and the 
city of Sedalia shall thereupon become the 
perm; nent seat of governm ent. The plans 
and location of the capitol, arm ory and ex­ 
ecutive mansion and grounds shall first be 
aimroved by such commission. 
The county of Pettis and Sedalia township, 
in said county , may each vote an issue of 
5 -20, non-taxable, 
3 percent bonds, not to ex­ 
ceed in am ount, respectively lforeach,$ 
100,000, 
and such bonds may be ordered issued by a 
m ajority vote of those voting a t a special 
election called for tha t purpose by the coun­ 
ty court, and conducted generally In the 
marine*- provided by law for the Issuing of 
bonds for tlie erecuon of court-houses. Said 
county and township Ironds shall be given to 
the state for the purpose of assisting in pay ­ 
ing for the erection of the buildings provid­ 
ed for herein; and such bonds if*voted and Is- 
sned, sliall be delivered to the governor of 
the state, and held by him in trust for the 
benefit of any person or persons who may 
erect such suitable public buildings, to be 
giv€ m to *uch person or persons on their com ­ 
pletion and acceptance. 
The commission hereby constituted shall 
have full power by a m ajority vote to carry 
out the provisions and intent of this am end­ 
m ent, and such new public buildings shall be 
completed , as near as may be possible, on or 
before the first day of November, A. D., 180» , 
uuiess such commis.sion for good cause grant 
further time. 
The state .shall in no m anner become liable 
for, nor shall it p;iy any p art whatever of the 
cost of the new public bull Jlngs herein pro­ 
vided for. and the county before mentioned 
shall pay th« entire cost of moving the rec­ 
ords and personal property of the state to 
tlie new public buildings, so tha t the state 
sliall bii a t no expense w hatever in the change 
of the seat of governm ent. 


SECOND CONSTITUTION At. AMENDMENT. 
CONCURRENT RESOLUTION subm itting to 
the qualified voters of the state of Missouri 
an am endm ent to the constitution thereof, 
concerning the judicial dep » rtment. 
Be it reso lved b y the Sena te, the Ho use o f Rep rù- 
senta tives co ncurring therein: 
T hat a t the general election to be held 
on the Tuesday next following the first Mon­ 
day in November, 1896. the foUwwlng am end­ 
m ent to tlie constitution of the state of Mis­ 
souri. concerning the judicial departm ent, 
shah 1)0 subm itted to the qualified voters of 
said stale, to wit: 
S ec CION 
1. The power of the suprem e 
court, except as hereinafter provided, and 
of the courts of appeals, to issue original 
rem edial writs, shall be confined to cases ly ­ 
ing witbm the appellate jurisdiction of said 
courts. 
S e c. 2. The meaning of the term s used iu 
section 12, article 6, of the constitution, are 
hereby defined as follows: 
By am ount in dispute is m eant the money 
value of the real dispute a t the date of the 
judgm ent appealed- from, and the courts 
shall 'look into the entire record for the 
purpose of ascertaining such value. 
Cases involving the construction of the 
constitution of the United States or of this 
state, or the validity of a trea ty or statute 
of the United States, are those cases only 
where tha t point has been raised* In good 
faith by some pltading or instruction in the 
trial court. 
Cases involving the construction of the 
revenue laws of this slate are cases only 
wherein either party In tlie tria l court 
claim s some right under a construction of 
such laws, which construction his adversary 
denies to be the true construction by some 
pleading or instruction. 
The title to any office under this state 
means only the title of an officer whose duties 
are co extensive with the state, or who is re­ 
quired by law to be commissioped by the 
governor; and no one is a state officer who 
does not answer this de.scription. 
A county or other political subdivision of a 
state Includes only counties, and cities exer­ 
cising the fui étions of a county , but no minor 
subdivision. 
Cases involving title to real estate are cases 
only wherein the de3ree of judgm ent ren­ 
dered affects directly the title of the appel­ 
lant to certain real estate, and actions of 
ejectm ent. 
When either party to an appeal claim s tha t 
a question has been fairly raised upon the 
rcicord iu the trial court, by whica the juris­ 
diction of an appeal therein is vested in the 
suprem e court, or tha t the amouoL involved, 
or status of any litig ant gives to the su­ 
preme court appellate jurisdictiOD, he may , 
>efore the cast- is subm itted on final hearing 
in the court of appeals, but not thereafter, 
file a motion to have said cause transferred 
to the suprem e court, and if any judge of 
said court of appeals shall be of opinion tha t 
such motion is well founded, ana shall file 
his w ritten statem ent to tha t effect in the 
cau.se, the court shall a t once transfer the 
records to the suprem e court. Tlie courts of 
appeals may also of their own motion, on 
becoming satisfied tha t the su preme court has 
Jurisdiction of any cause pending before said 
court of appeals, order tha t tlie sam e be 
transferred to the suprem e court, a t any 
tim e before filing an opinion on the m erits 
therein. When the record is thus transfer­ 
red to the suprem e court for either of the 
reasons above stated, tha t court shall a t 
once inspect the same, for the purpose of de- 
term ialng its own jurisdiction, and either 
retain or rem and the cause according to its 
finding of such fact. If the cause is not 
transferred to the supre*ue court in either of 
the m anners hereinabove provided, the de­ 
cision of the court of appeals shall l>e con­ 
clusive as to its own jurisdiction in the p ar­ 
ticular case. 
Sec 3. The suprem e court shall have su­ 
perintending control over the courts of ap- 
peais to enforce the above provisions, and 
section 6 of the constitu- 
the provisions of 
tional am endm ent concerning the judicial 
departm ent, adopted a t the general election 


of 1884, by m andam us, ifhicb shall be the- 
lim it of such superintending control.

T hat section 11. of article 10, of 
the constitution of the state of Missouri, bo 
am ended by adding after the word ‘•dis­ 
tricts,” in line three, the following: “and for 
the purpose of purchasiag or erecting w ater­ 
works and electric or other lieht plants for 
cities containing 30,(MX) inhabitants or less, 
when such cities elect to own same, and to 
pro vice a proper sewerage for such cities;”

elect to own same, and to nrovide a propsr 
sewerage for such cities, the rates of ta xa­ 
tion herein lim ited may be increased and 
the purpose for which it is intended shall 
have l)een subm itted to a vote of the people, 
and two- thirds of the qualified voters of such 
city , county or school district voting a t 
such election shall vote therefor. The rate 
herein allowed to each county shall be a.s-

The animal is,” howev er, 
no iish, bu t is a cou sin of the sala­ 
manders, and one of the lowest of 
the grou p of animals called batror 
chiau s. 
It goes by the name of 
water dog. 
It may become a foot 
long and has a broad, flat tail, fou r 
short legs, a wide mou th and three 
p airs of bu shy gills. 
These gills are 
not concealed as they are in fishes, 
bu t stand ou t from the head. 
The 
color of the w ater dog is ashy 
brown, and on the back are a nu m­ 
ber of dark sp ots. 
It is a rather u n­ 
canny looking creatu re, and 
the 
man who cap tu res 
it, if not ac­ 
q u ainted with it, may not u nreason­ 
ably Ibok with su sp icion on his p rize. 
The .fishermen u su ally fear it, and 
believ e it to be v enomou s. 
On the 
contrary , it is wholly harmless, and 
it is ciou btfu l if it can be p rov oked 
into biting. 
It certainly is not 
p oisonou s. 
This animal liv es p erhap s wholbr 
in the w ater of riv ers, p onds and 
lakes. 
Then it conceals itself, at 
least du ring the day , u nder stones 
and other objects. 
Ou t of su ch 
lu rking p laces it p rotru des its head 
and watches for its p rey . 
The gills, 
which are of a beau tifu l scarlet 
color, are kep t wav ing to and fro in 
the water. A t night it p rowls abou t 
'^eking for food. 
It will p robably 
eat jsny liv ing thing which it can 
swallow, fishes, frogs and snails. 
It 
sometimes dev ou rs large q u antities 
of the sp awn of fishes. 
Some \’^ears 
ago, at Ecorse, Mich., abou t 2 ,0 0 0 
of these w ater dogs were taken in a 
seine a t one hau l. 
They had dou bt­ 
less been attracted to the sp ot by 
the sx jawniiig of the whitefisb, for 
some of them were so gorged with 
iish eggs that, 
when thrown on 
shore, the sp awn flew ou t of their 
mou ths. 
These animals 
do 
not dep end 
wholly on their gills for the air they 
need. 
They freq u ently come to the 
su rface and gu lp in air. 
They arc 
fou nd to hav e q u ite well-dev elop ed 
lu ngs. 
As a ru le, the batraehians 
p ossess gills while they are in the 
tadp ole stage :»f life, bu t when this 
is p ast the gills are lost. 
In some 
resp ects the w ater dog remains a 
tadp ole du ring its whole ex istence.
